Behind this order of the State 


Highway Commission is the report 
of mechanical experts that automo- 
biles will run farther, on gasoline, 
oil and tires, at 40 miles an hour 
than at 50. 


But the impelling motive behind 


this order is the fact that gasoline 
already is severely rationed in the 
East .and the threat of rationing is 
squarely before the rest of the 
country, too. 


H behooves us, therefore, to see 


that the 40-milc-an-hour limit is 
strictly observed as a voluntary 
patriotic concession 
to wartime, 


when compulsion has already been 
applied to the Atlantic seaboard. 
The alternative is to have gasoline 
sales forcibly reduced here—which 
would cripple retail trade in a reg- 
ion where farm-to-markct travel in- 
volves much greater distances than 
in the populous East.

Air Transport 


Inspired by the enormously ef- 


fective part which the airplane has 
played in this war, we are getting 
a bit over-enthusiastic about post- 
war probabilities. 


Already in a casual way, we are 


talking about a time not far dis- 
tant when family planes will be as 
common as family flivvers are to- 
day. 


We take for granted the pro- 


phecies that after the war huge 
aircraft will largely supplant trains 
'OTi'land and ships at sea in the'bus- 
incss of transporting both passeng- 
ers and freight. 


Though probably wo don't really 


argue that far, we envision hazily 
the day, 'soon after we have pound- 
ed the axis out of existence, when 
we shall fly to the unmourned fun- 
erals of the automobile and the 
railroad and the steamship. 


Such a dream could come true, of 


course. In speed, in carrying cap- 
acity, in ease of control and in 
fundamental safety, the airplane 
has made unbelievable strides. 


Without doubt, after this war air- 


line's 
passenger, 
express 
and 


freight businesses will be multi- 
plied many fold. 


We shall have thousands of huge 


planes, built as bombers and trans- 
ports and war freighters, plus the 
capacity to turn out more thousands 
every year. 


The railroads and steamship lin- 


es will face intense competition. Ef- 
ficient plants, which have been 
making fighters and trainers, un- 
doubtedly do their best to sell us 
family planes in place of auto- 
mobiles. 


But that is only one side of the 


picture. The men who design and 
manufacture planes tell us, truly, 
such developments arc mechanical- 
ly feasible. The men who will have 
to find the income to pay the ex- 
penses want to know about some 
other phases. 


Huge bombers arc built to give 


supcrspecd, to fly at extreme alti- 
tudes, regardless of the cost of 
construction or operation. Govern- 
ments at war can't worry unduly 
about economy. But experts say 
these big planes will need a whale 
of a lot of revamping before any- 
body can use them to haul pay- 
loads in a self-supporting business 
venture. Moreover, there is a ques- 
tion how much freight and how 
many passengers arc in sufficient 
hurry to pay the premiums to fin- 
ance air transport. 


As for family planes, did you 


ever stop to think how much more 
extensive terminal facilities, in- 
volving how much 
greater tax 


cost are required for a plane than 
for an automobile? Do you know 
how your community could finance 
such costly improvements, at the 
same time maintaining streets and 
highways—for, of course, the plane 
owner must have a car to travel' 
from home to airport. 


None of these problems is insol- 


uble. Some aren't even relatively 
difficult. The point is that such pro- 
blems, and dozens more, exist and 
at best will require time for their 
solution. 


Don't sell the railroads, steam- 


ship lines and automobile manu- 
facturers too short right away. Let 
us keep our shirts on.

38, Reich protector for Bohemia 
and Moravia died in Prague Thurs- 
day of wounds suffered in an at- 
tempt on his life May 27, it was 
announced Thursday. 


(The assisinatlon of the 
man 


known among the millions of Eu- 
rope's oppressed people as "Dcr 
Honker"—"the hangman"—is ex- 
pected to bring about the shooting 
of hundreds of hostages. 


(London sources declared Hy- 


drich recently was appointed Ges- 
tapo chief of occupied Europe and 
pointed out ironically that the "but- 
cher of Moravia" died in virtually 
the same manner as hundreds of 
hostages ho had ordered shot in 
France, Holland, Belgium, Poland 
and other countries. 


(A Czech in London '.said auto- 


matic rifles used by the two men 
to shoot Hydrich came from the 
disbanded Czech army and pos- 
sibly dropped by parachute. The 
Czech government in exile appeal 
by radio to Czechs to stand firm 
against Gestapo bloodshed and not 
disclose the assassin.

mong the 163 thus far shot were 29 
women.) 


Emanuel Morazec, propaganda 


minister of the German controled 
Czech government disclosed

Ship Carrying 
12,000 Japanese 
Sunk by Allies 


By the Associated Press 
General 
Douglas 
MacArthur's 


headquarters announced Thursday 
that Allied submarines had sunk 
a 6,000-ton transport-with probable 
loss of 12,000 Japanese troops in 
the southwest Pacific while four 
Japanese midget submarines were 
listed as sunk in the raid on Sid- 
ney harbor last Sunday. 


Beside troopships United Nations 


headquarters said submarines sunk 
2 Japanese supply ships. 


A communique also reported that 


Japanese 
submarines 
operating 


close off the east coast of Aus- 
tralia attacked three Allied cargo 
ships,<and sank one of them but 
indicated that the other two es- 
caped. 


Amid the thrcst at Australia's 


shipping suggesting an attempted 
blockade of the down under con- 
tinent the war on China's coast 
raged with mounting fury. 


A Tokyo broadcast said Japanese 


offensives were forging ahead in 
three Chinese provinces—Chekiang, 
Kwanglung and Kiangsi—and that 
Japanese 
troops 
had 
broken 


through the outer defense of Chuh- 
sien, key rail city in Western Che- 
kiang province.

Commandos 
Raid Boulogne 


London — (/P)— Black-faced com- 


mandos escorted by Navy warships 
and protected in their withdrawal 
by RAP fighters stabbed across 
Dover Strait after midnight on a 
reconnaisance raid officially de- 
clared to have produced valuable 
information. 


It was the second thrust against 


the Boulogne-Letouquet area scout- 
ed before on April 22. Boulogne lies 
25 miles south of Dover and Le- 
touquet is 15 miles south of the 
Boulogne. 


Between them is a coast of dunes

Our Shipping 
Is Bottleneck 


By NEA Service 
Take a good look at the chart a- 


bpve, and you will see why ship- 
ping has become America's num- 
ber one bottleneck. Back in the 
unmechanized days of 1917-18, ship- 
ping experts figured that for ev- 
ery man sent to France, something 
over three tons of shipping had 
to be set aside to keep him sup- 
plied. 


Modern war calls for 
even 


greater tonnage. Though no figures 
have been released, a conservative 
estimate indicates that at least four 
tons of shipping must be set aside 
to supply every soldier sent the 
3000 miles tp Europe, To send our 
soldier half way around the world 
to Australia and to keep him sup- 
plied there requires 15 tons of ship- 
ping. 


The chart above shows how many 


6000-ton ships it would take to keep 
a force of only 25,000 men supplied 
in Europe and in Australia. Step 
up this force to a quarter of a mil- 
lion men— still a minute figure in 
terms of the four and a half mil- 
lion soldiers who will be in Amer- 
ica's army by the end of this year'. 


To keep a force that size in Eu- 


rope requires at least a mllion 
tons of shipping. To keep it in 
Australia would take three and 
three-quarters million tons. This is 
half the entire tonnage of Amer- 
ica's merchant fleet at the start 
of 1941.

Sergeant McGibbony said that

Rules for Bicycles 
In the course of his lecture 


on traffic, Sergeant Frank Mc- 
Gibbony gave the following rules 
for riding a bicycle: 


1. Observe the same arm sig- 


nals that a car driver observes 
when making left or right turns 
or stopping. 


2. Keep to the right of traf- 


fic. 


3. Walk across crowded in- 


tersections—this will give you 
time to drop the wheel and run 
to safety if caught in traffic. 


Sergeant McGibbony also cal- 


led to attention of motorists the 
fact that beginning Saturday, 
June 6, the speed limit on Ar- 
kansas highways will be reduc- 
ed from 50 miles an hour to 40 
miles an hour—as a war mea- 
sure to conserve gasoline, oil 
and tires.

Such cryptic conversations speed 


over California day and night. They 
are the reason that it will be dif- 
ficult for Jap raids, in reprisal for 
our blasting of Tokio, to achieve 
complete surprise. The fourth In- 
terceptor Command of the U. S. 
Army is on guard. 


All over the countryside, men 


and women air raid spotters, vol- 
unteers all, man their posts 24 
hours a day. The "alert" is in- 
tensified today, following the pub- 
lic warnings by West Coast author- 
ities, Secretary of War Stimson 
and OCD Director Landis that the 
Japs will retaliate as soon as pos- 
sible for General Doolittle's little 
party over Nippon. 


"Filter Boards" Decode 
Spotters' Signals 
The "Army flash" signal may 


come from a high cliff overlook- 
ing the ocean. It may originate in 
a valley pasture, or atop a forest 
knoll. The volunteer spotters watch 
and listen for the dot on the hori- 
zon, the hum of the motors. Today 
these signs may indicate a train- 
ing plane—tomorrow, 
an enemy 


bomber loaded with death and ter- 
ror. 


Around filter boards in closely 


guarded rooms, the "Army flash" 
is heard. "Army go ahead please," 
means the listener is ready. The 
cryptic signal is de-coded—telling 
the filterer that two bi-motor plan- 
es were seen, flying high headed 
northwest, within a five-mile rad- 
ius of the listening post indicated 
by "12 Dean 4." 


Swiftly the listener places color- 


map of California, blocked off to 
ed arrows on the huge board—the 
indicate locations. Other listening 
posts report—and the flight 
is 


charted. Small flags, hung on tar- 
get stands, interpret the message- 
to tellers, who sit in an encircling 
balcony above. These tellers re- 
port the direction of flights, and 
their description, to men in dis- 
tant places. Seconds after 
that 


first "Army flash," the big guns 
are ready to roar the "ack-acks" to 
lash out at approaching planes, 
and the Air Force vaults skyward 
to defend our homeland. 


As dramatic as a stage set are 


the information clearing centers. 
Heavy drapes, that deaden sound, 
might well be the back-drops for a 
play with many acts and no cur- 
tain. It might be a play about 
Monte Carlo, for the characters 
grouped around the table manipu- 
late little rakes much as do croup- 
iers at roulette. Only their chips 
are arrows, and instead of "place, 
your bets," it's "Arrr.y go ahead 
please." 
' 


As dramatic in another way are 


the observation posts which are the 
eyes and ears of the Fourth In- 
terceptor Command. While women 
predominate as volunteers around 
the filter board, both women and 
mn eare watchers at the observa- 
tion posts. On shifts of two to four 
hours, 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week, they scan the skies and 
listen attentively for planes.' 


"There's one." Off on the horizon 


is a speck scarcely discernible to 
the untrained eye. But these obser- 
vers aren't missing any. 


"The birds nearly drove us crazy 


at first," laughed one woman, 'they 
even fly in formation.' The ama- 
teur listener is apt to report th^ 
distant roar of trucks along high- 
ways—but not more than once. 


Civilian Donates 
"Luxury" Post 
Posts are as various as their 


crews. One is a $1500 glassed-in- 
tower, complete with hurricane 
deck, anchored in two feet of. con- 
crete. It was the gift of a defense- 
minded civilian. Another is a con- 
verted WPA shack. One hill-top 
shelter had to be anchored with 
guy wires lest it take off in a high 
wind. 


One county director has equipped 


his posts with night sticks for ob- 
servers who stand lonely vigil all 
through the night. Crews on re- 
mote stations keep rifles handy— 
just in case. 


The observation service was set 


up in California two hours after 
the news from Pearl Harbor to re- 
inforce hte Army detectors. Volun- 
teers take their work seriously. 
There's no loitering or catching up 
on one's bridge. One alert director 
fired a whole day's crew when she 
found them not attending strictly 
to duty. Observers know that one 
moment's inattention may mean 
the difference between forewarned 
—and too late.

dodder seed is one of the most 
common obstacles many farmers 
face in selling Icspedeza seed. 


Stressing the fact that farmers 


cannot depend upon seed clean- 
ing to get rid of dodder since dod- 
der seed and lespedeza seed are 
.so near the same size and weight, 
the county agent urged farmers 
to keep a close watch on 
their 


fields and to start control measur- 
es before the parasite gets a good 
foothold. A single dodder plant 
which covers only a few square 
inches in June may cover several 
square yards in July or August, 
he said. 


Dodder, in addition to making 


seed sales difficult, the county a- 
gcnt said, is also a serious pest 
in lespedexa that is to be cut for 
hay because it spreads over the 


Icspcdczn and saps it to death. 
When uncontrolled, dodder may re- 
duce hay yields 20 per cent more. 


The slender yellow twining par- 


asite, sometimes called love vine, 
goldthread, 
strangleweed, 
pull- 


down, hairweed, dcveil's-hair and 
hailweed, is a further liability be- 
cause it rdeuces the quality of 
huy. It requires longer to cure 
than Icspedeza, and if the hay is 
stored before the dodder cures, 
it may mold, while if the hay is 
allowed to stay in the field until 
the dodder cures, much of the 
quality of the hay will be lost. 


The simplest way of getting rid 


of dodder, according to recommen- 
dations of the University of Arkan- 
sas College of Agriculture, is to 
locate the plants early, pile straw 
on them and set fire to the straw.

How to Do 
Without Sugar 


A person with a sweet tooth de- 


pends on sugar more as a flavor 
than an energy food. Now that 
sugar is becoming scarce, 
that 


"sweet tooth" can be trained to 
get along with less sugar, and 
energy needs met in other ways, 
says Miss Mary Claude Fletcher, 
county home demonstration agent. 
Families- may be used to highly 
sweetened deserts, but they also 
will like the many desserts that 
can be made with very little sweet- 
ening, she says. 


Child specialists, Miss Fletcher) 


says, suggest that children be giv- 
en cereals with little or no sugar 
so they will enjoy the natural flavor 
of each grain. The county home 
demonstration agent also points 
out that now is a good time for 
anyone wanting to hold down sugar 
consumption to become acquainted 
with the fine flavor of unsweeten-, 
ed whole wheat or oatmeal break- 
fast foods, and to savor the flavor 
of tea pr coffee, well made but un-| 
sweetened. Those who insist on 
sweetening for their cereal may get 
some of this in dried fruits, such 
as raisins and prunes, added to 
the cereal. 


Cooks can also make sugar go 


farther by serving foods at room 
temperature or mildly chilled since 
they taste sweeter than the same 
foods served very cold. 
Coffee 


served before dessert takes less 
•sugar than coffee served with or 
after a sweet .course. Grapefruit 
juice served before a sweetened 
cereal may not taste as sour as 
when served after it. Sugar dis- 
solved in water to make a sirup 
goes farther than granulated sugar 
in sweetening a cold drink. Natural- 
ly, sugar should be entirely dis- 
solved in both hot and cold bever- 
nges to get the full benefit of its 
sweetening power. Sirup left from 
canned fruit is good for sweetening 
summer fruit drinks.

Using the combine and avail 
able seed pans Hempstead County 
farmers could produce a major 
ity of this seed on their home 
farms.

For this war, the 
United Nations need many times as much 
as the coal tar industry can produce.
